Power out: Solar farm plans withdrawn 


Eversource opts to 
drop projects amid 
legal challenges

It wasn't a lawsuit, or a zoning 
appeal, or a town ordinance that 
stopped Eversource from building 
more than 20 acres of solar panels 











in Feeding Hills. 

It was all three. The amount 
of time it is taking to fight com- 
munity and governmental oppo- 
sition to the two proposed solar 
farms made the projects unat- 
tractive, and the power company 
decided late last week to abandon 
those plans. 

“There were obstacles in Aga- 
wam and weve just got to focus 
our attention on working with 
other communities,’ said Priscilla 











Ress, a spokesman for Eversource. 
“We ve just got a deadline to meet 
to bring a lot of solar sites online, 
and that’s why we have to move 
forward.’ 

Eversource had proposed two 
facilities in Feeding Hills, a 20- 
acre project off South West Street 
and Kosak Court, and a six-acre 
solar farm on South Westfield 
Street near the Connecticut line. 
Together, they would have pro- 
duced 6 megawatts of energy. The

Feeding Hills projects were part 
of a push by Eversource to com- 
plete 62 megawatts of new solar 
projects in 2017. The company 
currently has three solar farms in 
Western Massachusetts produc- 
ing a combined 8 megawattts.

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Mother's diagnosis means learning to live in the moment

nita Pappas Raposa re- 
members well her moth- 
er Helens active life, as 


a waitress and vibrant mother, 
coming home and taking her 
children swimming. But she also 
recalls the years leading up to her 
death in 2014 due to complica- 


tions from Alzheimer's disease, 
when she would pack things in 
her bureau at a nursing home that 
werent hers, complain about real 
or imagined treatment and forget 
much of her former life. 

It was a painful progression, 
one that left the Agawam resi- 
dent guilt-ridden at times, and 
always searching for answers. 

Part of the journey, as it 
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turned out, came 


in putting 
the story down on paper, in an 
as-yet-unpublished book called 
“My Mother's Journey, in which 
she relates vignettes of her moth- 
er's life, both before and after her 
diagnosis about five years before 
her death. 

Raposa said that it is a story 
she hopes reaches both those 
who are living with the reality of 


a diagnosis of Alzheimer’s as well 


as a lesson for those who care for 
them. 

At one point, she described a 
move to a senior living complex 
in Hyannis, not far from Rapo- 
sas sister Penny, and the warning 
signs her condition was deterio- 
rating. 
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He said the lawsuit will remain 
active until the Planning Board 
votes officially to rescind its ap- 
proval of the site plan. He would 
then withdraw the neighbors’ ap-

Councilor: 
Town should 
buy or take 
50 Main St.

The blue house next to Doer- 
ing School was sold at auction for 
$161,000 last week, but City Coun- 
cilor George Bitzas wants to give 
the town another chance to buy it. 

Bitzas, who failed to persuade 
his fellow councilors to authorize 
the town to bid at the auction, 
sent the town solicitor a letter on 
May 19, the day after the auction, 
asking whether the town could 
ask the new buyer to sell the prop- 
erty, and whether the town could 
take the property by eminent do- 
main. 

The buyer at auction, accord- 
ing to Bitzas, was Colvest Group of 
Springfield, which already owns 
two other prominent properties 
just off Main Street — the former 
gas station at the Morgan-Sulli- 
van Bridge and the former Aga- 
wam Motel property. Both build- 
ings have been torn down and are 
currently vacant lots. 

The president of Colvest was 
not available for comment at 
press time. Bay State Auctions, 
which handled the sale, said it 
could not confirm the identity of 
the buyer. 

Last week, Mayor Richard Co- 
hen said the town has no imme- 
diate use for 50 Main St., although 
he said owning a parcel that 
touches on the Town Hall land 
and directly abuts the Doering 
School could prove useful in the 
future.

Agawam native to discuss book about polio 


Rich Willett has a contagious smile and 
outgoing personality, showing no signs that 
he once suffered from a childhood disease 
called polio. 

The Agawam native will discuss his au- 
tobiographical book, “Perseverance: Jour- 
ney of a Child Warrior, at a book signing 
3-4:30 p.m. Saturday, June 10, in the Aga- 
wam Public Library, 750 Cooper St. 

Willett, now a resident of Estero, Fla., 
had initially intended to write about his 
struggle with the disease for the benefit of 
his children and grandchildren, and had 
no intention of publishing. He changed his 
mind after an event persuaded him that he 
had to publish. He also found that he had 
written enough for three books, and would 
have to write a series to tell the whole story. 

The series takes readers from Willett as 
a 2-year-old to his retirement and describes 
how an event early in one’s life can return 
almost 60 years later to make an extraordi- 
nary impact. 

Many people who were infected with 
the polio virus didn't become sick and had 
no symptoms. Less than 1 percent of those 
who did get sick developed paralysis, which 
could sometimes be fatal. In Willett’s case, 
at 20 months old in 1950, he left the hospi- 
tal paralyzed in most of the major muscle 
groups in his body. His young parents were 
totally unprepared for the challenges and 
heartache they faced, but they endured and 
provided him with an example to follow 
which has carried him through a lifetime of 
challenges.

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Councilors: Fee hikes bring 
town in line with neighbors

The Agawam City Council has amend- 
ed Chapter 103 of the town code to make 
modest increases for a number of different 
filing fees and costs for permits. 

Fees for numerous town services, such 
as building permits, inspections, and doc- 
uments acquired from the town clerk's of- 
fice, will increase once the ordinance has 
been signed by Mayor Richard Cohen. 

Councilor Richard Theroux, the retired 
town clerk, said he has sought increases for 
many years in order to help with budgetary 
concerns in various departments. 

“Many of the fees are for vendors that 
are using their services, said Theroux. 
“Also, many of our fees are significantly 
lower than surrounding towns. The city 
of Springfield [charges] $50 to apply for a 
marriage license. Many people come to our 
town because our license only costs $10.’ 

Theroux worked with town’s Law De- 
partment on the ordinance, and many of 
the price increases are similar to the fees in 
neighboring West Springfield. 

“West Springfield is something we use 
frequently as a comparison, said Council 
President James Cichetti. “They are similar 
to us in a lot of ways with a similar popu- 
lation’ 

Cichetti said he supported many of the 
fee increases as modest adjustments to 
bring Agawam in line with surrounding 
communities. He also said fees have not 
been looked at in many years to be changed 


with the times. 

“It was overdue to be looked at, said 
Cichetti. “Nobody likes to increase fees, but 
it does need to be looked at’ 

Many of the fee increases are in the 
range of $5 to $10. Marriage license fees will 
increase from $10 to $20. The same increas- 
es occurred for birth and death records. 

Another major area being affected in 
the town clerk's office is the fees for licens- 
es for amusement devices and entertain- 
ment. The fee per year for an automatic 
amusement device, which are approved 
the City Council, increases from $40 to 
$50. There are a few major increases, such 
as the used car licenses. License fees are 
increasing from $100 to $200. Junk deal- 
er licenses will increase from $20 to $200. 
Fee increases were also made in the Build- 
ing Department and the Liquor License 
Commission. 

The fee for a one-day alcohol license will 
increase from $50 to $100. That includes 
both full liquor and wine-and-malt licens- 
es. There are also various increases to asso- 
ciated licenses, such as for package stores, 
and application fees. The license fee for an 
all-alcohol license for a business will in- 
crease from $1,200 to $1,500. Package store 
licenses will increase from $1,000 to $1,200. 

Other departments that have fee in- 
creases include Health Department ser- 
vices, such as inspections and testing ser- 
vices, and the Department of Public Works.

School board gains 7th candidate

With five out of the six incumbents 
taking out papers for re-election, and two 
challengers also seeking nominations, it 
looks like Agawam will see a contested 
School Committee race this November. 

Brian Burbank, a mid-term appointee 
serving the remainder of the late Roberta 
Doerings term after finishing seventh in 
the 2015 election, took out nomination pa- 
pers on May 16 to become the seventh po- 
tential candidate on the 2017 ballot. If all 
the candidates return their papers with the 
required 100 signatures of registered voters 
in town, Burbank will join his colleagues 
Anthony Bonavita, Shelley Borgatti-Reed, 
Carmino Mineo and Wendy Rua, and chal- 
lengers Kerri O'Connor and Tracy Wilkie, 
on the ballot. The sixth current member of 
the board is Diane Juzba. 

No additional candidates took out nom- 
ination papers for mayor or City Council in 
the past week. Currently saga nomina-

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tions for mayor are Vakny Chonmany and 
James Cichetti; incumbent Richard Cohen 
has said he will make his decision next 
month. 

Declared candidates for councilor in- 
clude incumbents George Bitzas, Cecelia 
Calabrese, Paul Cavallo, Joseph Mineo, 
Robert Rossi, Anthony Suffriti and Rich- 
ard Theroux, and challengers Billy Chester, 
William Clark, Ernest Lombardi and Rob- 
ert Magovern. Current councilors who had 
not yet taken out nomination papers, as of 
Tuesday, were Christopher Johnson, Gina 
Letellier and Donald Rheault. Cichetti is 
also a current councilor.

Signs of respect 
to fallen heroes 


n Pennsylvania and Virginia and along the Missis- 
[e River, on the Western Front and the waters 

of the Atlantic, in the European Theater and the 
Pacific Theater, in Korea and Vietnam and Iraq and 
Afghanistan and Iraq again, they died for our country 
and our flag and our freedom. 

They made those places famous in our history 
books, in songs and in films commemorating their 
sacrifice. Yet the places they came from werent fa- 
mous. They came from every town in America, includ- 
ing Agawam. 

When our nation went to war, the volunteers and 
draftees were ordinary young people like the teen- 
agers you see on your street every day. If your neigh- 
borhood is old enough, some of them may have come 
from your street. If you are old enough, some of them 
may have been teenagers you saw every day — on your 
street. At your school. In your home. 

Their names are inscribed for posterity in mon- 
uments on the Veterans Green on Main Street. This 
Monday, on Memorial Day, Agawam will pause to re- 
member our nation’s fallen heroes, particularly those 
who came from this town. Veterans and town officials 
will lead solemn ceremonies at the town’s cemeteries 
and monuments. All are invited to share in this day of 
memory and thanks. 

It is, as Abraham Lincoln once said, “altogether fit- 
ting and proper’ that our nation commemorate bat- 
tlefields and maintain military cemeteries as memori- 
als to past sacrifice. It is also proper that we raise giant 
monuments in Washington, D.C., and in our nation's 
major cities. But the truest reminders of the terrible 
cost of the Civil War, the world wars, Korea, Vietnam 
and our interventions in the Middle East, are found on 
the town greens of the myriad small and relatively un- 
remarkable places, like Agawam, that sent their young 
men and women off to faraway wars and continue to 
mourn the fact that some did not come back. War may 
have left physical scars on the landscape of Georgia 
or Belgium, but it left profound psychological and hu- 
man scars on soldiers families in Agawam and every 
other town of America. 

Even the town war memorial is a step removed 
from daily life, however. Not everyone visits the cor- 
ner of Main and School streets regularly — and nor 
did Agawams fallen heroes, who truly did come from 
every corner of town. 

That’s why Agawam town government and the 
Veterans Council should be commended for their 
latest initiative, installing memorial street signs at 
intersections near the former homes of those killed 
in action during military service. When all the signs 
are up, it will be impossible to drive any distance in 
town without seeing at least one. Far more than metal 
plaques in a park, these thin black placards will serve 
as daily reminders that a soldier’s courage, a family’s 
sacrifice, and a share in the defense of our nation and 
way Of life, originated right here in Agawam, right here 
in our neighborhood and on right here on our street.

lar farm project is permitted. 

In their lawsuit, Pill and the neighbors 
maintained the Planning Board never 
should have permitted the solar projects, as 
electrical generation is an industrial activ- 
ity and should be considered prohibited in 
an agricultural zone. The board had based 
its approval on the fact that solar farms are 
not mentioned, and therefore not explicitly 
prohibited, anywhere in Agawam’s zoning 
code. 

Eversource continues to own the prop- 
erties on which the solar farms would have 
been built, nearly 40 acres on South West- 
field Street and more than 110 acres off 
South West Street. Ress did not rule out an- 
other solar proposal in the future. 

“At this point, we are so focused on 
what's in front of us at this time, we don't 
have any plans we are ready to announce, 
said Ress. “We still own the land, and time 
will tell? 

City Councilor Richard Theroux, who 
had pushed for a zoning ordinance to reg- 
ulate large-scale solar farms, including re- 
stricting them to industrial areas only, said 
the withdrawal of the projects “is only a 
temporary win’ 

“Just because Eversource chose not to 
continue with their application doesnt 
mean there might not be another appli- 
cation tomorrow, Theroux said. “The res- 
idents of Agawam shouldnt [have to] be 
nervous if there is a field behind their home

and it could turn into something they dont 
want. 

The zoning ordinance gained seven “yes” 
votes at the May 15 council meeting, but 
fell short of the two-thirds approval needed 
from the 11-member City Council. Theroux 
had earlier said he planned to work with 
the “no” voters to craft a compromise ordi- 
nance that could pass, perhaps by allowing 
solar farms in business zones. 

“I'm not against solar, Im for green 
communities, said Theroux. “I'm interest- 
ed in having our zoning have not only so- 
lar farms but businesses and multifamily 
[residences] in the right areas, so they dont 
infringe on people who have made the big- 
gest investment in their lives.’ 

Mayor Richard Cohen, in a May 19 
memorandum, also asked the council to 
pass a compromise ordinance, even after 
the withdrawal of the Eversource projects. 

“The town is vulnerable to unregulated 
installations going up haphazardly within 
the community, Cohen said. “It is imper- 
ative and should be a priority of the legis- 
lative body of the town of Agawam to put 
forth and pass an ordinance that will pro- 
tect the best interest of the town and its 
residents.” 

Council President James Cichetti, one 
of the “no’ votes on May 15, said after that 
meeting that he would be willing to work 
with Theroux on a compromise ordinance.

“We move Mom with her belongings 
into Whitehall in June 2009. The summer 
months are pleasant because both my sister 
and I visit daily and take her out often,’ she 
wrote. “But by late September, the phone 
calls from the administration begin. Mom 
is displaying symptoms of dementia. She is 
confused about mealtimes, she is visiting 
the Wellness Center every day; she has fall- 
en a time or two. As winter begins, my trips 
back and forth across Massachusetts, from 
my home in Agawam to Whitehall, are more 
frequent and unplanned. On my visits, I can 
see Mom doing things like spending days 
disassembling scrapbooks, packing and re- 
packing knickknacks, and calling the aides 
for assistance as she sits on the floor in the 
middle of her small apartment. She forgets 
why she has called.’ 

The following year, she is moved into a 
locked unit at a nursing home, and Raposa 
acknowledged that she felt she had aban- 
doned her mother there, a feeling exacer- 
bated by Helen's frequent questioning about 
why she had been left there. 

But in time, Helen begins to find a new 
purpose. 

“Mom is ‘adjusting, I’m told,’ she wrote. 
“She has begun to socialize with other res- 
idents and she tells me that she is helping 
the nurses with the ‘sick old people: She is 
less angry and reports that she is needed 
here. This is so typical of her caring and kind 
nature.’ 

The bouts with anger and depression 
continued for the rest of her life, however, as 
do Raposas questioning whether she made 
the right decision. 

There are good days and bad days, for as 
those living with the reality of Alzheimer’s 
and dementia well know, life does not end 
with a diagnosis but evolves in dramatic 
ways. 


Rallying to the cause 

Alzheimer’s disease is characterized 
by damaged neurons that produce loss of 
memory and withdrawal from social activ- 
ity, and accounts for 60 to 70 percent of all 
cases of dementia. It ultimately affects mo- 
tor skills and the ability to carry out basic 
tasks, and is often associated with “plaques” 
and “tangles” that interfere with signals in 
the brain. 

According to statistics from the Alzhei- 
mers Association, millions of Americans 
currently suffer from Alzheimer’s disease 
and other dementias, and the prevalence 
goes up dramatically when people reach the 
age of 65. By 2025, 20 states will see at least a 
35 percent or greater growth in the number 
of people with Alzheimer’s. In 2016, the di- 
rect costs to American society of caring for 
those with Alzheimer’s totaled about $236 
billion. 

It is a healthcare crisis that the country 
must come to terms with, acknowledged 
Joshua Freitas in his book “The Dementia 
Concept, and for that reason, it is vital to 
keep those suffering from dementia as inde- 
pendent as possible, for as long as possible. 
For it’s not just about the victims of demen- 
tia adjusting, its about meeting them at 
their level, he said. 

Freitas explained that people learn 
through “propositional knowledge, in the 
form of cultural experiences and informa- 
tion gathered throughout life, and “sensory 
knowledge, which is based on the emotions 


and physical reactions of the moment. As 
dementia progresses, people lose track of the 
former and rely more heavily on the latter. 

For this reason, it is important to reas- 
sure someone who is displaying erratic be- 
havior or repeatedly asking questions, as 
well as ask their own questions to find out 
what is really at the root of what someone is 
doing. Often simple instructions displayed 
around the home, as well as calming color 
schemes can help, as well. 

And even if they have lost the ability to 
perform much of tasks they used to know 
and love — Raposa recalled her mother for- 
got how to cook after being renowned for 
her recipes — there are simple tasks, like 
stirring, that can still make them feel en- 
gaged. 

“When we provide interesting and en- 
gaging experiences for people with demen- 
tia, we create an environment in which they 
can sustain their skills for longer, and within 
which they can put their skills to meaning- 
ful use, he wrote. “Now that we recognize 
the importance of neuroplasticity and how 
we can help promote it, we know that be- 
ing actively engaged in ones life reinforces 
the memory and can strengthen and bypass 
damaged parts of the brain’ 


Discussion continues 

Some practical steps to help families 
along that path will be offered by the Alzhei- 
mers Association in the coming weeks at 
two facilities owned by Benchmark Senior 
Living. 

“Communication Strategies for Those 
with Alzheimer’s Disease and Related De- 
mentias” will be offered at 4 p.m. Tuesday, 
May 30, at The Atrium at Cardinal Drive in 
Agawam. “Understanding and Responding 
to Dementia-Related Behavior” will be of- 
fered on Tuesday, June 20, at Orchard Valley, 
2387 Boston Road (Route 20), Wilbraham, 
and Thursday, June 22, at Atrium, both also 
starting at 4 p.m. 

Meghan Lemay, a program coordinator 
for the Alzheimer’s Association in the re- 
gion, said that strategies will be discussed 
for caregivers of those at the onset of the dis- 
ease on through to those in the later stages. 

“We'll talk about using the five senses 
to communicate, she said. “Even someone 
who has lost the ability to use language can 
still feel emotion and joy. Sometimes it helps 
just to hold someone's hand or play music 
that they enjoy. The last thing we want is to 
see people not engaged in their lives.’ 

And for the dementia-related behavior 
presentation, she said common conditions 
such as anxiety, agitation, confusion, suspi- 
cion and aggression will be considered. 

“Our general rule is that when some- 
one asks the same questions over and over 
again, you should answer them three times, 
said Lemay. “After that, we need to deter- 
mine if there's something else behind it, or if 
there's a way we can distract the person into 
some other activity. 

And when someone talks about someone 
who is no longer alive, it can help to simply 
give the person a photo they can hold. 

“Sometimes, they might just feel lonely 
or hungry but aren't able to verbalize that,’ 
she said. “It’s up to us to help get it out’

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Fish ladder opens for nature education 


WEST SPRINGFIELD — More than 300 
people gathered along the Westfield River 
last weekend to watch the American shad 
as they migrated upstream to spawn. 

The Fish Ladder Open House attracted 
people of all ages to the canal and dam at 
the former Southworth Paper Company on 
Front Street in West Springfield, just over 
the bridge from North Agawam, to watch 
the native fish fight their way upstream in 
their annual spawning run. 

“This is the most popular of all our ac- 
tivities each year, said Bill Rose, a Feeding 
Hills resident and president of the West- 
field River Watershed Association. “People 
are fascinated by these big fish who battle 
the currents to get upstream. It’s easy to 
watch them from several places along the 
canal, including a special viewing window 
where the fish pass right in front of the vis- 
itors. We have experts on-site today who 
can explain and answer questions about 
the Connecticut River shad and their mi- 
gration. 

The WRWA works in cooperation with 
A&D Hydro Inc. and the Massachusetts Di- 
vision of Fisheries and Wildlife to offer this 
one-day-a-year event to the public. This 
year’s open house was on Sunday, May 21. 

Seven-year old Emma Trybus of West- 


field was among the 316 people viewing 
the shad. 

“I saw 20 fish this big!” exclaimed Emma 
after she came up the ladder from the ob- 
servation site. On the way back from the 
dam, Emma, with help from her mother 
Monica, spotted red-winged blackbirds, 
a pair of mallard ducks (“but no babies”), 
a blue heron, a red-tailed hawk and three 
beaver dams along the river. 

American shad (Alosa sapidissima), typ- 
ically 20-24 inches long, can be found along 
the entire North Atlantic coast from Labra- 
dor to Florida. Cleaner waters, fewer dams 
and fish passageways such as the one in 
West Springfield are continuing to improve 
shad populations. Shad are anadromous, 
spending most of their lives at sea in salt 
water and then returning to spawn in fresh- 
water streams. Those native to this area 
typically survive to spawn repeatedly for up 
to 10 years. This annual fish run has been 
an integral food source for the Connecticut 
River Valley since the native people, and lat- 
er colonists, began fishing and drying them. 
Local fishermen today continue catching 
shad during the year-round open season.

ochedules posted for town’s new trash system 


Residents living in single- to four-fam- 
ily homes eligible for curbside collection 
of trash, recycling, yard waste and bulk 
collection will see some changes this sum- 
mer. Beginning July 3, residents will be re- 
quired to use special 95-gallon carts for re- 
cycling and 65-gallon carts for trash. These 
wheeled toters will be provided by the 
town. Trash will continue to be collected 
weekly; recycling every 
other week. 

Residents should 
pay particular atten- 
tion to the new collec- 
tion schedule, available 
at agawam.ma.us/news/ 
FeedID=826. All routes 
have been redesigned to 
operate more efficiently 
and most trash days and 
recycling weeks have been 
changed. 

Delivery of trash and re- 
cycling carts will begin on 
Monday, June 5. Attached to 
each recycling cart will be a 
literature bag with a “Guide 
to Automated Trash and Re- 
cycling Collection,’ Residents 
are encouraged to review the 
guide for additional informa- 
tion regarding placement of trash and re- 
cycling carts, single stream recycling, dam- 
aged carts and frequently asked questions. 

Delivery drivers do not have any details 
regarding the towns collection program or 
changes. All questions should be directed 
to the Department of Public Works at 413- 
821-0600 or recycle@agawam.us. Any resi- 
dent of a single-, two-, three- or four-fam- 
ily unit who has not received new wheeled 
trash and recycling carts by June 28 should 
contact the Department of Public Works. 

Excess trash: In the event a resident 
has trash in excess of the 65-gallon cart, 
trash must be bagged in an official, green 
town overflow bag. Bags will be sold in rolls 
of five for $15 at the following locations 
beginning in June: Geissler's and Rocky's 
Ace Hardware in Agawam; Stop & Shop in 
Feeding Hills; and Big Y stores in Westfield 
and West Springfield.

In evaluating the 
cost of the program it had 
been found residents were 
requesting an additional 

spring collection, push- 
ing the fall collection out 
a week after Thanksgiv- 
ing, and only a fraction of 
the residents were utiliz- 
ing the service during the 
months of July, August 
and September. It was pre- 
sumed this reduction in 
use was due to the use of mulch mowers, 
composting and the availability of the yard 
waste drop-off center at Bondis Island. 
Residents will continue to receive four 
spring collections, four fall collections and 
one Christmas tree collection. 

Bulk waste: Bulk collection will con- 
tinue to be provided six times per year. Al- 
though the weeks scheduled for collection 
have been noted on the collection calen- 
dar, residents must call Republic Services 
at 413-557-6700 to schedule an appoint- 
ment two weeks prior to the collection 
weeks. Any bulk items not scheduled will 
not be collected and may result in a fine 
if left on the tree belt. In an effort to help 
residents dispose of items outside the bulk 
collection program, the town has negoti- 
ated with Republic Services to collect the 
following items at a minimal fee of $5 per 
item — toilets, sinks and carpeting.

suicide prevention to make strides in town 


The Western Massachusetts chapter of 
the American Foundation for Suicide Pre- 
vention has announced the new home for 
its flagship event, the Great Springfield Out 
of the Darkness Walk to Fight Suicide, is 
School Street Park in Agawam. 

Roughly 1,000 people from throughout 
Greater Springfield are expected to par- 
ticipate in this annual event at its new lo- 
cation on Saturday, Oct. 21, at 10 a.m. This 
fundraising walk supports the AFSP’s local 
and national education and advocacy pro- 
grams and its goal to reduce the annual 
rate of suicide 20 percent by 2025. 

“School Street Park is the perfect lo- 
cation for this event as the outdoor space 
will accommodate not only more walkers, 
but more community partners and ven- 
dors focused on suicide prevention, said 
Heather White, area director for AFSP in 
Western Massachusetts. “Elements like 
the covered pavilion to register and stage 
for opening ceremonies makes the logistics 
of the day easier for the volunteers, while 
special touches like the parks Garden of 
Angels and expanded space for activities of 
hope and healing will make the event more 
impactful and meaningful for the walkers, 
she said. 

More than 800 walkers participated in 
last year's walk at the MassMutual Center 
in Springfield, raising almost $60,000 for 
suicide awareness and prevention initia- 
tives. The Greater Springfield walk is one 
of more than 375 Out of the Darkness com- 
munity walks being held nationwide this 


year. In 2017, these events are expected to 
unite more than 250,000 walkers and raise 
millions of dollars. 

“Tam happy that the Out of the Darkness 
Walk has moved its location to the town 
of Agawam. I welcome and support this 
event and I wish the foundation much suc- 
cess in October to raise funds and aware- 
ness on this issue, said Agawam Mayor 
Richard Cohen. “I appreciate the hard work 
and dedication AFSP does in providing this 
area with resources to prevent suicide and 
to save lives.

‘Surfers’ bring wave of support for fight against cancer

ndrea Polley often remembers a Beach Boys 
A eren she and her father attended when 

she was little. His death from cancer more 
than two years ago inspired Polley to use “Surfin for 
a Cure” as the theme for the sixth annual American 
Cancer Society Relay for Life of Agawam. 

“The theme makes me smile because I remember 
my dad and the Beach Boys concert we saw at the old 
Riverside Park,’ said Polley, who chairs the volunteer 
committee that planned this year's Relay. It was held 
at School Street Park from 6 p.m. last Friday through 
noon on Saturday. 

Polley’s father was very much on her mind during 
the Relays opening ceremonies, and not just because 
the DJ was playing Beach Boys songs. Her younger 
brother, Patrick LeBeau — a cancer survivor — deliv- 
ered opening remarks as the survivor speaker. 

LeBeau recalled how he and his father would often 
compare how they felt after their cancer treatments. 
The Southwick native is currently cancer-free, but 
he’s been treated twice for a soft tissue cancer known 
as sarcoma. LeBeau then joined other cancer survi- 
vors for the ceremonial first lap to start the Relay. 

The Relay brought together friends, families, and 
businesses to further efforts to save lives by helping 
people get well and stay well, by fighting back against 
cancer, and, ultimately, by finding a cure for cancer. 

Relay teams set up campsites using the surfing 
theme to decorate their sites. Members of each team 
took turns walking a designated route at the park. At 
least one person from each team walked at all times 
to symbolize that cancer never sleeps. 

Polley said the event offers a unique opportunity 
for people in Agawam and surrounding communities 
to come together to celebrate loved ones who have 
battled cancer and to remember those who lost their 
lives to cancer. 

More than 200 participants from 25 Relay teams 
raised nearly $40,000, including almost $4,000 raised 
from those who took 200 test drives of new cars

Tri-County baseball league 
introduces ‘National’ division

REGION - Adult baseball continues to 
thrive in Western Massachusetts, and the 
top league in the area is welcoming a group 
of six new teams to form a new division un- 
der its umbrella. 

The Tri-County League has a more than 
60-year tradition with teams based in sev- 
eral different towns. 

This year, the league will welcome new 
teams to form a “National” Division. The 
new division was unveiled at the league's 
banquet on Monday night in Springfield 

Karl Oliveria, secretary of the league, 
has been seeking to start the division for 
several years, as a means of increasing the 
competition, and bringing the style of the 
Tri-County League to a new group of teams. 

According to Oliveria, the new division 
will serve as an informal feeder program to 
the main division, which will be known as 
the American Division. 

This year, the American Division will 
consist of just eight teams, down from 11 
last year. Oliveria said the National Divi- 
sion will help in keeping the league strong, 
and believes expansion is possible. 

The American Division will return 
several familiar teams, including Peo- 
plesBank, winners of the last four playoff 
titles, Easthampton Savings, Wilbraham 
Funeral Home, Teddy Bear Pools, DiFran- 
co Realty, the Longmeadow Warriors, and 
St. Joseph's. New to the American Division 
will be Extra Innings, which replaces the 
Chicopee Falls Tigers and will be based in 
Chicopee. 

The new National Division will be made 
up of teams that were formerly part of the 
Full Count League. The FCL is now defunct 
with its founder, Shane Mitchell of Granby, 
bringing his Easthampton Bulldawgs to 


the National Division. The Springfield In- 
dians, East Longmeadow Navigators, Lud- 
low Renegades, Paper City Bombers, and 
Holyoke Pirates will also join the league. 
Players in the National Division will be al- 
lowed to play with team in the American 
Division, if they choose, and vice versa. 

“Many of our players were already doing 
that,’ said Oliveria. “Now, there will be a 
little bit more organization with the sched- 
ule. 

Oliveria is a veteran of both leagues, 
playing with St. Joes, the Chicopee Tigers 
of the Full Count League, and last year, 
East Longmeadow. He said the Full Count 
Leagues schedule was a bit chaotic, and 
the teams joining Tri-County will create 
more organization. 

The teams in the National Division will 
play a 15-game regular season with games 
held strictly on Wednesdays, Fridays, and 
Sundays. Playoffs will be held at the end of 
July. The season begins on June 11. 

The American Division will have a 21- 
game schedule beginning at the end of May 
and lasting until late July. Most American 
Division games are held on weekdays. 

‘Tm excited to see the new blood come 
into the league and see how we can expand 
further, said Kevin McGuirk, president of 
the Tri-County League. 

Oliveria said the National Division com- 
petition will be a tick down from the Amer- 
ican Division, but will serve as a breeding 
ground for future American Division play- 
ers or as a place for seasoned players who 
want a lighter schedule. 

The Tri-County website, www.tri-coun- 
tybaseball.com will soon have a form for 
players interested in joining the league. 
While there are no more openings for 
teams, there are roster spots open on var- 
ious teams in both divisions.
